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MARKET  SUMMARY  - JULY  1975 

The  Chattanooga  Order  MINIMUM  uniform  producer  prices  per  cwt.  at  pool  plants  for  milk 
testing  3,5#  butterfat  are:  Base  Milk  - $9.12  and  Excess  Milk  - $7.40.  The  producer 

butterfat  differential  is  8.8  cents  for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below 
3.5$  test.  This  is  a Base  and  Excess  price  increase  of  $0.46  and  $1.11  respectively 
above  July  1974. 

In  July  1975?  77° 3$  of  the  producer  milk  received  by  pool  plants  was  priced  in  Class  I 
at  $9*17  per  cwt.  and  12.9 Jo  "was  priced  in  Class  II  at  $7° 45  per  cwt.  and  9^8J>  was 
priced  in  Class  III  at  $7° 35  per  cwt.  The  July  butterfat  differential  for  all  milk 
testing  above  or  below  3° 5$  is  8.8  cents. 

Total  producer  milk  received  during  July  1975  was  30,407,932  pounds  which  is  a decrease 
of  1,822,291  pounds  or  5°7$>  compared  with  July  1974.  Deliveries  of  producer  Base  milk 
exceeded  producer  milk  used  in  Class  I by  734,306  pounds  or  percentagewise  only  97.0 $ 
of  Base  milk  was  used  in  Class  I.  The  July  1975  daily  average  deliveries  from  625 
producers  was  1,569  pounds.  This  compares  to  731  farms  delivering  a .daily  average  of 
1,422  pounds  per  day  during  July  1974.
